The  State  Board  of  Water  Well  Contractors  operates  under  the  authority  of 
Sections  66-2601  through  66-2415  inclusive,  R.C.M.  1947,  as  amended. 


PRINCIPAL  GOALS 


The  goal  of  the  State  Board  of  Water  Well  Contractors  is  to  minimize  and 
reduce  the  waste  of  ground  water  resources  and  to  insure  the  health,  safety 
and  welfare  of  the  public,  through  licensing  and  regulation  of  water  well 
contractors. 


MAJOR  ACCOMPLISHMENTS 

During  the  1972-73  fiscal  year  one  board  meeting  was  held,  during  which  the 
State  Board  of  Water  Well  Contractors  formulated  and  adopted  new  rules  and 
regulations  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Administrative  Procedures 
Act. 


PROGRAM  DESCRIPTIONS 

The  State  Board  of  Water  Well  Contractors  shall  issue  licenses  to  qualified 
people  through  examination  and  shall  renew  existing  licenses. 

The  examination  is  a  written  test  and  may  be  taken  any  working  day  in  the 
board  office. 

inspection  of  well  drilling  rigs  is  made  to  assure  enforcement  of  the  rules 
and  regulations  and  to  protect  the  public.
